HOW RUBBER IS CURED 


UBBER reaches the market in al- 
most every possible shape and 
color, In most cases the queer 


names in the market reports are mostly 
descriptive, Thin, pale crepe, for in 
Stance, arrives in long strips, generally 
about four feet long and eight to twelve 
inches wide, It varies in thickness 
from one-sixteenth to one-half an inch 
and has a roughish surface, from whieh 
the name crepe is derived. This rubber 
is pale yellow in color, and when held 
up to the light is quite transparent, 
which proves its purity and accounts 
for the very high price obtainable 
therefor. The so-called sheet rubber is 
similar to crepe, but slightly thicker 
and not so transparent. It is prepared 
in a different manner, and, unlike crepe, 
must be put through the washing-mills 
before it can be used. 

Hard, fine Para is prepared by native 
labor of the Amazon by dipping a. so- 
called paddle in the rubber and then 
holding it in the smoke of a fire, which 
hardens the coating of milk. The paddle 
is then dipped again for a second coat- 
ing and again smoked, and so on until 
quite a large biscuit, generally weighing 
about sixty pounds, has been built up. 
The operator with a knife then slits the 
biscuit down one side in order to re- 
move it from the paddle. Rubber so 
prepared contains a large proportion 
of moisture, but it is stronger than any 
of the plantation rubbers. 

From the Congo come large supplies 
of clean, black rubber, coagulated orig- 
nally in large blocks and then cut up 


birds, while the seventh was a girl, and 
Ini Rajah Pipit called her Dayang Petri.

husked itself. One day Dayang Petri 
took a winnowing basket and began to 
reap the padi herself, and this rash ac- 
tion of hers at once caused the padi to 
stop reaping itself, and, what was inore, 
eaused it to give only one crop before 
it died, as it does today. 

The Dyaks have three other accounts 
of the Creation, one being that man. 
kind was produced from a certain tree 
called Kumpang, the sap of which is 
like blood; another, that friable earth 
was the origin of life, and yet another, 
that the birds Tri and Ara were tie 
erentors.

COMMANDMENTS?

We 
cannot know the degree of honor in 
which they hold their parents, but, as 
Mr. Seton observes, we know they obey 
their injunctions, The ‘‘cluck-cluck’’ 
of the hen, for instance, is quite suflic- 
ient to bring her chickens to her side, 
while the case is mentioned of a black 
bear in the Cincinnati Zoo which pro- 
duced a family of cubs, -

one of them left the nest for the first 
time, and followed the mother in her 
quest for food. This, in a wild state, 
would have been a fatal mistake for the 
young one.

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TORONTO BOY FOR SOUTH POLE 
OX? of the physicists who will ac- 

company Capt, Scott on his British 
Pole this year is Mr. C, 8. Wright, an 


expedition in search of the South 
old Toronto boy, who has been working 


the last two years in Cambridge under 
Prof. Sir J. J. Thomson in the famous 
Cavendish Laboratory. Mr. Wright was 
educated at Upper Canada College (head 
boy 1904) and the University of Toron- 
to, where he took first-class honors each 
year, and finally won the 1851 exhibi- 
tion scholarship. He is the second son 
of Mr. Alfred Wright, Canadian man- 
ager of the London & Lancashire Fire 
Insuranee Company, The work of the 
physicists, Dr. Simpson and Mr, Wright 
will comprise the usual meteorological 
and magnetie work, and in addition a 
survey of the currents and conditions in 
the upper atmosphere will be attempted 
by sending up specially constructed bal- 
loons carrying instruments for register- 
ing the temperature and height. Work 
on ocean currents, atmospheric electric- 
ity, radioactivity of the sea and air, 
salinity of the sea water and analysis of 
the atmosphere will also be undertaken. 

Another point to which Mr. Wright 
intends to devote considerable attention 
is the investigation of the erystal strue- 
ture of ice from the point of view of 
its age and past history, Should any

into small cubes to permit it to dry and 
ripen. The Congo also ships rubber in 
reddish sausages collected direetly from 
the tree, the reddish appearance being 
caused by small portions of the bark 
adhering. 

The Gold Coast ships rubber prepared 
by the natives digging a trough in the 
earth and running the latex into it. In 
time the mass in the trough coagulates 
from the outside, forms a hard skin, and 
finally becomes hard throughout. But 
this kind of rubber holds the moisture 
which was originally in the latex, and 
therefore such lumps often contain fifty 
per cent, of water. On the Ivory Coast, 
the French Sudan, and. in the Sierra 
Leone neighborhood the natives collect 
rubber from the same trees, but give a 
great deal more pains to the prepara 
tion. The resulting product is known as 
‘*Sierra Leone niggers’’ or ‘‘konakry.’’ 
This rubber is in large balls, consisting 
of, strips carefully wound together, 
varying’in size from that of an orange 
to that of a man’s head. The rolling 
process is done while the strips are 
fresh, and they become one compact 
ball. Rubber treated thus is of a red- 
dish color, for which reason the balls 
are known as ‘‘red niggers.’’ 


THE BORNEO ADAM AND EVE 
M**. and various are the Dyak ac- 
eounts of the Creation, says the 
Rev, William Howell in the Sara- 
wate Gazette, and none of them agree, 

They are unable to describe or to say 
who is the Deity (Petara), but they say 
in one of their. accounts of the first ap- 
pearance of ‘mankind that the Petara 
gave birth to a boy who was without 
his members and east him into a pit, 
when he became Pulang Gana, the god 
of the earth. 

The second child born to the Petara 
was a girl, and she had no nose, 50 was 
set adrift on a river, becoming Rajab 
Jewata, the god of fishes. 

The third child was without any bu- 
man form, and it was placed on a bough 
of a tree, where it beeame an orchid, 

The fourth child was a girl, who was 
named Siti Permani, and she was cut to 
pisces, the bits becoming padi, pump- 

ins, and other plants. : 


The fifth child was a boy, and he was 
called Blang Pinggang, as he had a 
white stripe around his waist, and he 
beeame Ini Anda, and lives in the 
heavens. 

The sixth child beeame animals and 
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it out she immediately dreve it gently 
back, and on the second attempt she 
cuffed it soundly, which put a stop to its 
wandering propensity. 

Then, again, the law against murder 
is one which animals faithfully observe. 
New-born rattlesnakes will strike at a 
stranger of any other species, but never 
at one of themselves, 

Experience shows that it iswaseless to 
bait a wolf-trap with part of a dead 
wolf, His kinsmen shun it in disgust, 
unless absolutely famished. Obviously 
no race can live by cannibalism, and 
this is instinetively recognized by all 
the higher animals, In other words, the 


law aguinst murder has been hammered | 
into them by natural selection, and so | 


fully established that not only will they 
abstain from preying on one of their 
own tribe, but will rally to rescue one 
whose iife is-threatened, 

In view of the low cevelopment of 
the property idea among animals, the 
commandment, ‘*Thou shalt not steal,’’ 
might seem negligible in this connection. 
But Mr, Seton thinks that there is a 
very definite law amongst such animals 
as squirrels, foxes, wolves, bears, and 
even birds, 

‘*In the autumn,’’ he says, ‘‘I put up, 
opposite my window, an artificial shel- 
ter-hole for birds. A flying-squirrel us- 
ed it for a nest, In the spring I several 
times saw a pair of chickadees peeping 
into the hole, but noting the nesting ma- 
terial—-the evidence of a possessor— 
they withdrew without entering. If they 
knew that the oceupant was a squirrel, 
ear might have kept them back, and the 
incident would mean nothing; but all 
they could see were some shreds of bark, 
which might have represented the nest 
of another chickadee, in which case they 
were restrained by the unwritten law,’’ 

Of the indignation felt by birds 
against the eoveting and seizure of an- 
other’s property Mr, Seton gives the 
following example: ‘‘Under the barn 
eaves in a eertain house a colony of 
swallows had for long been established. 
A pair of blue-birds came and took for- 
cible possession of.one of the nests, The 
owners first tried to oust the invaders, 
next the whole swallow colony joined in 
the attempt, without success, The blue- 
birds inside were entrenched behind 
hard mud walls, and defied them. At 
length the swallows came in a body, 
each with a pellet of mud, and walled 
up the entrance to the nest, The blue- 
birds in possession starved to death, and 
were found there ten days later,’’

HE estimated area of southern Ni- 
geria is 77,000 square miles, that 
of northern Nigeria, the hinterland 


of southern Nigeria, is estimated at 
255,000, and the native population of 
the two combined at from 15,000,000 to 
20,000,000, yet any effort at scientific 
agriculture or mining is confronted by 
the labor question.

In the far interior traders say thgt 
the natives often refuse money in ex- 
change for their products, gathered 
where they have not sown, but will 
receive 1-buacco, spirits, cotton goods, 
ete., when they desire them for imme- 
diate use. In some parts of the hin- 
terland tobacco is an absolute necessity 
in trading. 

Here is where you must not 
go wrong. Do not let your love for any 
and all dogs get the best of your judg- 
ment. You are not buying a friend and 
companion, but a hunting dog. The time 
to commence liking a hunting dog is 
when he has made good in the field. 

To return to the transaction, you 
sooner or later get a letter, very apolo- 
getic, explaining that Mr. Dog Sharp 
was out of town attending to some one 
or other of his big business interests at 
the time your dog was shipped, and his 
kennelinan got the dogs mixed and sent 
the dog you should have got away up 
to Manitoba; that the dog was taken 
sick and died en route, and was con- 
sequently a total loss; that the kennel 
is conducted merely to give the kennel- 
man employment, he being a boyhood 
ehum; that you have in your possession 
a really valuable dog, though not a good 
looker, it is true; that because: of the 
delay there is no longer a market for 
this dog up in Manitoba, and, finally, 
it is practically giving you the dog to 
let him go for fifty dollars. And, like 
the chump you are, you send along your 
check, fondly believing that when you 
eventually do get around to it and can 
take your dog out somewhere where 
there is a chance of finding game he will 
be a winner. i 

That is only one simple little trick; 
there are dozens of others, But you 
ean protect yourself from sharpers by 
putting your money in the care of your 
magazine, as already described. Where 
your real trouble will come in is in get- 
tine a satisfactory dog from a reput- 
able dealer. Not that you will not be 
treated right, according to the code, 
You must not expect a dog man or 4 
horse dealer to tell you everything, you 
A breeder must sell his stock or 
he can»make no money. You cannot 
blame him for the things he does not 
tell you; the dog is sent for your exam- 
ination and is not misrepresented. It 
is up to you. 

You will probably ‘‘send away’’ for 
practically every dog you ever ‘uy. 
And so you might as well begin now to 
help the breéders pick out a dog that 
will suit you. You aust remember that 
your own disposition will have a great 
deul to do with whether or not the dog 
you buy will turn out satisfactorily. In 
my own case, after owning a number of 
pointers and setters, not to mention 
Airesdules, hounds, ete., I confess [ am 
still unable to tell a breeder just the 
sort of puppy to select for me. I can 
do far better if I can pick out the cog 
from the litter with my own hands. But 
it may not be easy for you. No two 
men are just alike, you see. 

I have to have a dog that has a good 
deal of courage, or he is worthless vo 
me. Regardless of ambition and bird 
sense, speed stamina and all the other 
qualifications that go into the make-up 
of a high-class shooting dog, I, personal- 
ly, must make sure of courage—and 
total absence of nervousness. And it 
is simply becuse I am naturally high 
strung, and am sharp spoken, stern and 
intolerant when handling a dog. I love 
a dog—any sort of a dog-——but it 1s my 
nature to enforce what my good mother 
ealls ‘‘broomstick discipline.’’ I have 
seen men who could train horses and 
dogs to do their bidding without the use 
of a whip. I cannot; I use a whip and 
a spike collar in training a dog, and al- 
though I fully appreciate the need for 
a dog trainer to have good control over 
himself, it must still be a stolid, gritty 
pup that can stay through my training 
and retain his nerve. Consequently, 
have to be very careful in getting a new 
puppy to train. I cite this merely as an 
example, 

If, on the contrary, you are gentle 
mannered_and easy going when handling 
a dog, I advise you not to get a ba 
with too much independence. He wil 
almost surely prove unsatisfactory, He 
will ‘‘get into you’’ and will take. ad- 
vantage of you. Such a dog will break 
shot persistently, disobey you in every 
way and make himself intolerable. 

Above all things, make it clear to the 
breeder that you must have a puppy 
with plenty of ambition, And when the 
youngster comes, try him out, This 
may seem too difficult, as you may not 
be situated so you can take the dog out 
where he can hunt without danger of 
having him run away from you. You 
must have a hunter, and you must go to 
some pains to try the puppy’s qualifica- 
tions. Take him out on a long check- 
line, if need be; whatever you do, give 
him opportunity to range about and 
try to find something. If he has the 
right stuff in him he will keep you busy 
holding onto the rope. But you must 

ive him a little time; do not condemn 
Fim on the first few minutes’ trial. He 
may be a little timid and feel ‘ ‘off his 
beat.’’ Take him where there can be 
nothing to worry or seare him and where 
he can see no one but rourselé. Be sure 
he is not uncomfortable from rain or 
snow or muddy ground, and that he is 
mot cold or hungry. Have him in good 


humor, give him plenty of rope, and 
then if he does not hunt and hunt hard, 
he is not the dog for you. This applies 
to hunting dogs of all kinds, 

Other things you must make sure of 
are the young dog’s sense of smell, his 
hearing and his attitude toward the 
sound of a gun. One of the several ail- 
ments which puppies are apt to have 
may have left the young dog hard of 
hearing or with impaired sense of 
smell, Careful observation will tell you 
if the dog is sound in these respects. 
But you will have to actually try him 
out to see if he is gun-shy. Many high- 
bred dogs are; due, I am told, to exces- 
sive nervousness, which is traceable to 
inbreeding. 

Do not be too headlong in buying that 
dag. I know the average man likes to 
make a quick purchase and have it over, 
disliking to seem too careful of his 
money... It is not the money so much, 
my brother, that you are safeguarding; 
it is your recreation. Do not forget 
that. You no doubt can afford to lose 
the price of a dog or two. But you 
cannot afford to lose the pleasure that 
the possession of a thoroughly satisfac- 
tory dog will bring you. We often hear 
it said that no man ever can own more 
than one really satisfactory dog; but 
this is far from true, It is only neces- 
ary to find out just the kind of dog that 
suits you, and then take only that dog 
which measures up to your requirements, 
In other words, you must make up your 
mind to make a bigger job out of get- 
ting a dog than you think it ought to 
be. You can well afford to wait for 
even a year or two, rather than get a 
dog which you can do nothing with and 
which, nevertheless, you will persist in 
trying to get on with, simply because he 
has a good pedigree and cost you as 


much as a month’s rent, Another thing: |-* 


when you eventually wake up to the 
fact that oyur dog is not good enough 
for you, what are you going to do with 
him? How will you get your money 
back? I’m sorry, but I can’t tell you. 
I have always had to give them away. 


But the good dog, the one you are 
going to remember as long as you live, 
the pal of all pals, the friend of all 
friends—you’ll always be proud of the 
fact that you paid a good price for him! 
And as for selling him—excuse me! 
Let’s not talk about it. 


A SHIP THAT CLIMBED AN ICE- 
/ BERG 


HERE have been many instances of 
ships colliding with icebergs, and 
“dozens of ships have been lost or 

disabled through such mishaps; but 
there is only ona case on record where 
a ship climbed an iceberg, and succeed- 
ed so well that her crew and passengers 
were frightened nearly out of their 
wits. The ship which performed this 
remarkable feat is still in service, ply- 
ing between New York and Newfound- 
land, 

In June, 1893, the Portia, commanded 
by Captain Ash, was carrying a big 
party of tourists off the Newfoundland 
coast, when the lookout sighted a gleam- 
ing iceberg ahead. The announcement 
was enough to eall every one on deck, 
and tourists, scientists, and crew scram- 
bled for a view of the towering mass 
of dazzling ice. It was a calm, clear 
day and there was apparently no dan- 
ger. The iceberg was eight hundred 
feet long and two hundred feet high, 
and in the sunlight it was a sight cal- 
culated to stir the imagination of the 
most lethargic. Everybody wanted to 
get nearer to the great mountain of ice, 
and the captain, willing to accommodate 
his passengers, moved the steamer near- 
er, Finally, when within gunshot of 
the berg, the steamer was stopped, so 


that all could watch and admire the |! 


floating danger of the northern seas. 
No one anticipated any attempt on 


the part of the steamer to climb the]; 


berg, and it was only when a sudden jar 
and crunching sound startled them that 
thoughts of danger entered the minds 
of crew or passengers. The jar was 
followed by a terrific tumble, and the 
iceberg quivered and split in two. Al- 
most instantly the steamer was raised 
upward and held suspended in the air. 
The order was quickly given to back up, 
but the great propellers churned empty 
air. The Portia was on the iceberg, 
As is quite common among icebergs, 
there was a big ledge of ice surround- 
ing the base, but so submerged that its 
presence was not detected. In ap: 
proaching, the steamer’s keel had grat- 
ed on this ledge; but as this was rotted 
by the salt water, it split under the 
impact and caused the wholé berg to 
crack in two immense pieces. The jar 
upset the balance of the mountain of 
ice and it started to topple over, while 
the extended ledge, as it rose, caught 
the steamer and raised it clean out of 
the water, It was probably the weight 
of the steamer which kept the berg 
from turning over completely, 
Everyone was paralyzed by the terror 
of this uncanny upheaval. It was as 
though the sea had suddenly vomited up 
a thousand tons of ice and was liftin 
the steamer up in midair as though i 
had been a plaything. Then another tre- 
mendous shock and upheayal followed 
in the wake of the splitting of the berg. 
The noise of the cracking ice had hardly 
subsided when an enormous wave, ere- 
ated by the splitting and toppling of 
the berg, swept across the ledge, and, 
picking the steamer up as easily as if 
it were a piece of cork, slid it back 
into the sea, By the time the passen- 


ore could get their breath the Portia 
nad climbed the ice-berg and was back 
again on the bosom of the sea unharmed 
except for some deep scars,
